Tur VACANCY IN ORANGE CoUN- 
vy.—In our yesterday morning arti- 
cle upon this question, we relied as 
much upon the sense of justice as 
upon the magnanimity of Governor 
Brogden to issue a writ of election to 
supply the vacancy in the county of 
Orange. In truth, it was not a ques- 
tion of magnanimity, asking the 
Governor to do what a sense of duty 
would not instinetively suggest. It 
was a question of right and of reason 
prompting him to use the power 
pluced in bis hands to present the 
organization of the Convention full 
and complete in its beginning, with- 
out reference to party fear or party 
prejudices, 

It seems that we have been mis- 
taken in onr estimate of Gov, Brog- 
den’s independence, and by post- 
poning the election until the 16th of 
September, ten days after the Conf 
vention shall have assembled, he has 
yielded to a weak epirit of compro- 
mise between his obligation to his 
duties and his obligations to his par- 
ty. No doubt the latter pressed him 
with specious arguments that he had 
discretionary power to fill the vacan- 
cy when it pleased him, so long as he 
complied with the letter of the law 
and perhaps heid over him thethreat 
of the closure of all farther avenue to 
preferment. 

A couragerous, independent in- 
stinct wonld have told him that if 
the vacancy was to be filled, it should 
be filled at once. Thereis as much 
law for immediate action, as for dila- 
tory action.

The death of Governor Graham 
suspends the boundary arbitration 
until the Legislature appoints anoth- 
er arbitrator in his place, as no pro- 
vision was made to fill a vacancy 
during the legislative revess. 

The manufacture of stamped en- 
velopes was begun in 1853 by the 
Government, and has so inereased 
that during the past year 149,766,400 
were made. ‘The work was done in 
this city, by George H. Ready & Co., 
tor eight yeurs previous to last Sep- 
tembar, and since by the Plimpton 
and the Morgan Envelope Compan- 
ies combined, at Hartford. Uncle 
Sam undersells the trade, furnishing 
envelopes, exclusive of the stamps, 
at lower prices than the stationers 
can afford. A large proportion of 
the stamped envelopes used are prin- 
ted to order, with the names and ad- 
dresses of the purchasers, and 2 re- 
quest to return the latter if uncalled 
for. In the manufaetory, 225 per- 
sons, 36 stamping machines, and 70 
printing presses are employed. A 
Government inspector has a general 
supervision of the manufacture, bis 
duty being to exacta right ecompli- 
auce with the contract.
